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Editor’s Note: This is one of a series 
of articles that will be published from 
time to time in cooperation with the Chi- 
cago Regional Office of the Veterans 
Administration. 


A summary of out-patient dental ac- 
tivities at the Chicago Regional Office 
of the Veterans Administration, whose 
territory includes the States of Illinois, 
Indiana and Wisconsin, reveals that 
there were some 71,444 applications for 
out-patient dental treatment on hand as 
of October 1, 1947. During the period 
October 1, 1947 to the close of business 
December 31, 1947, 10,279 more appli- 
cations were received making a grand 
total of 81,723 cases. During this same 
quarter 29,519 cases were disposed of 
in one way or another. Four hundred 
one cases were authorized for treatment 
at the Veterans Administration Clinics, 
20,105 were authorized for treatment by 
Participating Dentists and 9,103 were 
disapproved, canceled or withdrawn by 
the applicant. A total of 2,751 veterans 
were referred to VA clinics for examina- 
tion, and a total of 13,655 to Participat- 
ing Dentists. 

The amount of monies encumbered 
for fee basis dental examinations for 
the period totaled $204,438 and for treat- 
ment, $2,106,134. During that time the 
Participating Dentists of Illinois actually 
received payment for the rendering of 
14,704 examinations amounting to $206,- 
545, and 3,055 completed treatment cases 
amounting to $201,021, for a grand to- 
tal of $407,566. When funds are encum- 
bered (which is the legal terminology for 
putting it aside for a specific purpose) 
they will eventually reach the person for 
whom they are intended. The Partici- 
pating Dentist can be sure of one thing. 


VA Reports On Out-Patient Dental Activities 
Chicago Regional Office Carries Terrific Load 


If the VA authorizes the dental exam- 
ination and/or treatment for a veteran, 
he will receive his money. There is ab- 
solutely no question about this. The Chi- 
cago Regional Office is geared to issue 
1000 vouchers a week to dentists in its 
jurisdiction. 

The administrative procedures neces- 
sary to the proper processing of the com- 
pleted Dental Examination, Treatment 
and Authorization record form after it 
reaches the Regional Office are many 
and varied. When the form is received 
it is reviewed by the Dental Service for 
accuracy and determination that the 
treatment rendered is as authorized. All 
entries are checked and verified and if 
correct the form is referred to the ap- 
propriate service for the preparation of 
the voucher. 

Upon completion, the voucher goes to 
the Finance Service for referral to the 
dispensing unit of the U.S. Treasury De- 
partment which, in turn, issues a check. 
This may take several months. But that’s 
how government bureaus operate and 
there doesn’t seem to be any way out of 
the dilemma. Every effort is being made 
to expedite the payment for completed 
services. It is urged that Participating 
Dentists refrain from making inquiries 
relative to any specific case for this will 
mean further delay. Inquiries of this sort 
necessitate the use of a clerk to chase 
down the elusive voucher and clerks are 
scarce. 

Cases will come up from time to time 
where the processing of the authorization 
form has taken so long that the appli- 
cant presents quite a different picture. 
In these instances the Participating Den- 
tist need only notify the Regional Office 
and authorization for the additional 
work will be forthcoming. 


What Now?

Question and Answer Program 


Q. What is the easiest way to secure a crown and bridge 
patient? 

A. This is the simplest way and it guarantees your security 
during periods of economic stress: e. g., every other patient 
who comes to you for a class III restoration on an upper lat- 
eral incisor, however small, should receive a silicate filling 
at once. Six months later and six months after that, and so 
on at every sixth month interval a new and larger filling will 
have to be placed at the initial site. 

Sooner or later the pulp will become winded and weary 
from the long chase, its horns will be drawn in, its legs will 
fold up, and like the 440 sprinter it will just plain keel over 
and call it quits. At this point the patient will call you at 
2:39 A.M. and raise particular hell because you had just 
placed the seventeenth filling in that tooth last week. You 
try to stall him off with the old one that you can’t give him 

an appointment for two weeks. With that you feel as though the phone receiver 
has been transformed into a machine gun with its full burst piercing your brain via 
the auditory meatus. You thereby are snapped from your lethargy and at 3:05 A.M. 
you discover yourself running a broach through the prostrate pulp. “That feels 
much better,” he assures you; so you close shop and go home. You might as well 
stay up because sleep is out of the question. 

Next working session you can’t cut a decent cavity; the amalgam marginal ridges 
break off; the wax patterns are lousy and even fail to draw; every tooth you put 
the forceps to fractures at the apical third; impressions gag the patient and have 
to be taken over; Mrs. Jones breaks in to your sanctum sanctorum to complain loud, 
long, and bitterly about your last bill; the previous day’s inlays fail to cast; when 
that partial denture case is separated all of the front teeth break off; the gas goes 
off while processing that acrylic repair; and the landlord calls to inform you that 
the rent is to be raised 100% in the new lease. Outside of that the day goes well 
because daughter Mary calls at 4:00 P.M. to tell you that the cat had “six ador- 
able kittens.” Padded cell No. 7 will afford ample relief. 

After a few dozen dressings in the pulp canal the points come forth smelling as 
sweet as dew-kissed buttercups. The canal filling lasts exactly three weeks before 
it blows up and the foregoing episode is repeated with much more vehemence, if 
that is possible. The relief procedure is not so easy this time because the brooch 
tip fractures as you try to go through the apex. After gambling with an emergency 
extraction your day is ruined, and at those multitudinous moments when you vis- 
ualize the demise of the patient, the phone rings and you inform daughter Mary 
that you have been having kittens all day. She doesn’t get it and weeps quietly 
because she thinks daddy is going nuts. 

The first day passes without contact with the patient. So does the second and 
third and fourth. At the end of a week you can’t stand it any longer so you anx 
iously and fearfully call the patient. While awaiting an answer from the other end, 
all sorts of terrible thoughts pass through your mind. Finally when suicide is de 

cided as the easiest out, someone answers on the other end: “Hello there, Doc, old 
~ sock, old fella, have been out of town on business. Got along fine. Was just going 
to call about an appointment for a bridge in the front part of my kisser.” 
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Members and guests of the Chicago 
Dental Society, my colleague, Dr. Fos- 
dick, has given an excellent description 
of the mechanism by which caries de- 
velops. I’d like to emphasize the fact that 
this is not alone Dr. Fosdick’s opinion, 
but the unanimous conclusion of a con- 
ference on dental caries held at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan last September, at- 
tended by 114 people who are known for 
their interest in caries research. The 
faculty at the conference consisted of six- 
teen men who are prominent in various 
fields of caries study, from Basil Bibby 
of Boston to Hermann Becks of San 
Francisco. After a week’s study the con- 
clusion was reached that caries results 
from the acid decalcification of the en- 
amel primarily caused by the conversion 
of carbohydrate food stuffs into acid by 
bacterial enzymes on the tooth’s surface. 

If this is the mechanism by which 
caries develops, then there are several 
possible methods by which it could be 
controlled or its incidence considerably 
reduced. These are: (1) The reduction 
of the carbohydrate content of the diet. 
In other words, the dietary control of 


caries. (2) The removal of the carbohy- . 


drate material from the tooth surface 
before there is an opportunity for it 
to be converted into acid, which would 
be by more effective means of oral hy- 
giene. (3) The use of an enzyme poison, 
something that could be introduced into 
the oral environment that would inac- 
tivate these enzymes systems that are 
responsible for carbohydrate degrada- 
tion. (4) The production of a tooth tis- 
sue that is less soluble in acid. (5) The 
neutralization of the acids as they are 
formed before they have an opportunity 
to attack the enamel. (6) The use of 
anti-bacterial agents which will eliminate 
from the oral flora bacteria that are pro- 
ducing the harmful substance.

Methods of Caries Control* 
By Dr. Robert G. Kesel 


All six of these methods have been 
and are under study at the present time. 
I should like to review very briefly the 
studies that are being conducted in each 
of these fields. 


CARBOHYDRATE CONTROL 


There is abundant evidence in the lit- 
erature that, if we could get the co- 
operation that is necessary to reduce the 
carbohydrate intake, we could effectively 
reduce dental caries. The work that has 
come out of the University of Michigan, 
that done on the west coast by Hermann 
Becks, and in a number of other 
institutions is conclusive in that direc- 
tion. But the big difficulty, of course, is 
in getting the required cooperation. Our 
sweet tooth is so highly developed and 
carbohydrates are so palatable, available, 
and economical that we can’t eliminate 
them in a majority of our population to 
the point where it would be helpful in re- 
ducing dental caries. 

Sugar consumption in this country is 
going up simultaneously with the in- 
crease in the caries attack rate. Dr. Blay- 
ney recently reported figures from the 
Department of Agriculture which indi- 
cate that within the next year our popu- 
lation will consume eight and one-half 
million long tons of sugar, which will 
average about 140 pounds of sugar per 
person per year. In other words, we will 
eat practically our own weight in sugar. 
That may seem like a _ tremendous 
amount, but when you think that three 
teaspoons of sugar a day, taken daily 
for a year, will amount to fifteen pounds, 
and then contemplate what is hidden 
away in foodstuffs that we consume not 
realizing that we are getting sugar, as 
for instance: four to six teaspoons in bot- 
tled beverages; seven teaspoons in a 
small Hershey bar; 15 teaspoons of sugar 
in a piece of chocolate cake with thick 
icing; 14 teaspoons in a piece of cherry 
pie. You can see how we get this tremen- 
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dous intake so damaging to the tooth 
tissue. 

A conference on the dental needs of 
the people of Illinois was held in Spring- 
field about a week ago. One of the out- 
standing things I remember about the 
meeting wasn’t a part of the program. 
It was a story that the Coca Cola Bot- 
tling Works in Springfield was sold the 
previous week for $1,200,000. The only 
function of that industry is the bottling 
. of cola beverages for an area having a 
population of about 150,000. This in- 
dustry is collecting millions from feeding 
the carious process, while we who are 
in caries research and caries control work 
are begging funds to support our stud- 
ies. Yet these industries that are con- 
tributing so much to the increased preva- 
lance of dental caries aren’t even 
apologizing to the profession or to the 
public. We, as a profession should begin 
to focus attention on the place where 
the major part of the responsibility be- 
longs. 


DIETARY APPROACH 


If any of you are interested in the 
dietary approach to caries control, and I 
think that you should be, you can se- 
cure the Michigan diet forms from the 
State Health Department, Division of 
Dental Health, Springfield. These menus 
which are prepared in printed form, limit 
the carbohydrate intake to about 100 
grams a day. There is a series of them 
so that you can get a diet suitable for all 
ages and energy requirements. These car- 
bohydrate starvation diets are well bal- 
anced in other respects and, according to 
Michigan technic, should be employed 
for two weeks foliowed by a two weeks’ 
interval in which six slices of wholewheat 
bread are permitted. At the end of that 
time, if the lactobacilli counts are down 
and remain down, some sugar is permit- 
ted at one meal per day, but only at one 
meal. At the end of the diet period, 
which includes six weeks, it is reported 
that many of those individuals who have 
reduced their lactobacilli count to the 
zero point, or to a level which would 
indicate caries inactivity, can go back on 
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their usual sugar consumption and re. 
main caries inactive from six months to 
two years, as indicated by lactobacilli 
counts. 

However, dietary control is not prac- 
tical for the great masses of our popu- 
lation, but it will work in certain selected 
conscientious individuals. Recognizing 
the difficulty that we will have in ob. 
taining dietary cooperation for control- 
ling caries, scientists are attempting to 
find other means that will reduce this 
disease and yet let us continue with our 
high carbohydrate consumption. 

The second method is a more effec- 
tive program of oral hygiene. Dr, 
Stephan showed that within a few min- 
utes after the consumption of carbo. 
hydrate material there is a drop in hy. 
drogen ion concentration, which means 
an increased acidity on the tooth sur- 
face to a point that will dissolve enamel, 
and within from twenty minutes to a half § 
hour the maximum acid production has 
occurred. Within an hour and a half con- 
ditions have returned to their original 
state and the attack of caries is over. 
So the practice of brushing the teeth the 
first thing in the morning or last thing 
at night for caries control, you can see, 
is not rational. The time to brush teeth 
is as soon after eating as is possible. If 
the brushing act cannot be done, then 
the mouth should be thoroughly rinsed 
with water to flush from plaques, from 
tooth surfaces, and from stagnating areas, 
the material that can be converted into 
acid. 

Strangely enough, there is no good evi- 
dence in the literature, at least none 
that was acceptable to the Michigan con- 
ference, to show how much an effect 
tooth brushing actually has. Despite the 
fact that it has been practiced widely 
and for a long period of time, there is 
no conclusive evidence to show how 
“beneficial this practice is. That is why a 
study is being conducted by Dr. Fos 
dick, and why we are contemplating one 
with school children in the sixth and 
seventh grades having them brush their 
teeth right in the classroom the first 
thing in the morning and the first thing 
after lunch—two controlled brushings 4 
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day. The pupils will be divided into three 
groups and each will use a different type 
of dentifrice. One will contain the am- 
monia material we have been investi- 
gating, the other will be the same den- 
tifrice without the ammonia, and the 
third will be a dentifrice of the usual 
type containing a chalk base. After we 
have conducted these studies on the 
2,000 children we are surveying for 
eighteen months to two years, we believe 
we will have some conclusive evidence as 
to how good brushing can be if it is 
properly and thoroughly done, and also 
how effective a medicated dentifrice 
may be. 


ENZYME POISONS 


The third method we mentioned as a 
possibility for caries control was the use 
of an enzyme poison, something that can 
be placed in the oral cavity to inactivate 
these enzymes systems which are not nec- 
essarily in the bacterial bodies. Bacteria 
don’t take in sugar and secrete acid. 
They elaborate enzyme systems and these 
enzymes are responsible for the carbo- 
hydrate degradation. If we could put 
something into the oral environment at 
the right time that would be non-toxic 
and would have a prolonged effect, we 
could expect to reduce acid formation. 
Dr. Fosdick has been giving considerable 
attention to this study. He has been using 
as the enzyme poison, synthetic vitamin 
K, known as menadione, in a chewing 
gum base, which I am sure would be a 
very popular method for caries control. 
This material is chewed immediately 
after eating, and his preliminary work 
indicates that it will have a reducing 
effect on caries activity. However, there 
is a slight possibility that menadione may 
be toxic, although the studies that have 
been run to date indicate that it is not. 
But the question has not yet been an- 
swered satisfactorily, nor has its effective- 
ness on caries control, and I think Dr. 
Fosdick will agree with me that until 
the studies are conducted on a much 
larger group of individuals, we can’t 
make any valid conclusions as to its ef- 
fectiveness and its harmlessness. 


There are other enzyme poisons that 
are being investigated. Dr. Fosdick tells 
me of one that offers great promise— 
one that there can be little question 
about its potential toxicity, one that per- 
haps can be placed right in the sugar 
bowl so that the population will con- 
sume it without having to think about it. 
That would probably be a much more 
effective way for caries control in the 
masses than one that requires some pro- 
cedure that the patient has to perform 
for himself, something for which he is 
responsible. If there can be found an 
enzyme poison to go into sugar, both in 
the sugar bowl and in the preparation of 
food, that will be non toxic when it is 
consumed in small amounts over long 
periods of time, we may be able to go 
a long way in effective caries control by 
this method. 


FLUORINE 


The fourth method is the production 
of a tooth tissue that would be less solu- 
ble in acid. There, of course, the fluorine 
ion gets major attention, because fluorine 
has an affinity for calcified tissue. When 
it comes in contact with enamel, for in- 
stance, it converts the normal hydroxy 
apatite of which enamel is composed into 
a fluor apatite which is one of the most 
insoluble of the calcified tissues. It will 
dissolve at about half the rate as will 
normal enamel when it is exposed to the 
acids that are responsible for caries pro- 
duction. 

The methods by which fluorine can be 
used are several. It was observed some 
years ago that in areas where fluorine 
occurs naturally in the water supply at a 
level of one part per million or more, 
there is significantly less dental caries, | 
about half the amount of decay as is 
observed in children in areas where there 
is no fluorine in the water supply. There 
is a possibility that fluorine can be added 
artificially to the communal water and 
where such waters are consumed it may 
be helpful in reducing caries activity. 
Several well controlled, well conducted 
studies are now under way to determine 
its effectiveness when added artificially 
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to the water supply. There is a possi- 
bility that, when it is placed in the wa- 
ter in an artificial state as sodium flu- 
oride, it may be assimilated at a higher 
rate than it is when it occurs naturally 
in the hard water supply, as calcium flu- 
oride. There is a possibility that it might 
be more toxic, for instance, it might be 
responsible for the production of more 
mottled enamel. Also we don’t know how 
effective it will be when it is artificially 
placed in the water. And so, until some 
of these studies are completed which are 
now under way sponsored by the U. S. 
Public Health Service, by various State 
Health Departments, and the one in our 
own area in Evanston which is being 
conducted under the auspices of the Zol- 
ler Clinic and the State Health Depart- 
ment, I don’t believe that we should 
recommend the widespread use of flu- 
orine in drinking water. We have waited 
all these years to find out if fluorine 
might have a reducing effect. I think 
we can wait a few more years until these 
well controlled studies have been fin- 
ished before we decide whether or not 
it is helpful or harmful. 

Fluorine also can be topically applied. 
At the Michigan conference, the only 
positive conclusion that I recall resulting 
from that conference in regard to caries 
control was the conclusion that a 2 per- 
cent solution of sodium fluoride, topi- 
cally applied, would be helpful in re- 
ducing caries activity. The 2 per cent 
solution seems to be the optimal concen- 
tration and applying it about four times 
produces the maximum result. From four 
to six applications was the conclusion of 
this conference. There should be a very 
thorough prophylaxis before the fluorine 
is applied for the first time so this topi- 
cally applied solution can thoroughly 
contact the enamel tissue. It isn’t neces- 
sary to give subsequent prophylaxis if 
the time interval between the applica- 
tions isn’t too long. The recommenda- 
tion is about two or three aplications a 
week until the four to six applications 
have been made. The evidence indi- 
cates that it is helpful only to children. 
Past the adolescent stage it doesn’t seem 
to be nearly as effective as it is when it 
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is applied to the youngsters. There have 
been other fluoride solutions tried, for in- 
stance, tin fluoride and lead fluoride, be- 
cause laboratory studies indicate that 
they produce an even harder tooth tis- 
sue, one less soluble in acid, but the 
clinical applications of these materials 
haven’t proved them to be any more ef- 
fective than the 2 percent sodium flu- 
oride solution. You can now secure from 
the State Health Department at Spring- 
field, this 2 percent solution which you 
can apply topically. The technic is de- 
scribed with the material when it is de- 
livered to you. It is simple, but should 
be thorough. A quadrant of the mouth 
is blocked off, the teeth thoroughly dried 
and then a pellet of cotton with the so- 
dium fluoride solution is swabbed on to 
the tooth surfaces, working it well into 
the contact areas with dental tape, and 
allowing it to dry for a three minute pe- 
riod. That area is then washed off by 
rinsing the mouth with water and then 
the next quadrant is treated. 

There are other ways in which flu- 
orine is being used. For instance, it is 
being prescribed in tablet and lozenge 
form, as a prophylactic paste and so 
on. But there has been no conclusive 
evidence, not even good evidence, that 
substantiates the use of the material in 
these forms. It was concluded at the 
Michigan conference that fluorine in 
these forms is the least effective, and that 
there is no good evidence to support the 
claims that are being made for the wide- 
spread use of these preparations. 


SILVER NITRATE 


Another way of producing a tooth 
tissue that will be more resistant to the 
attack of caries may be the use of silver 
nitrate. Silver nitrate has been employed 
for years on the assumption that it will 
reduce caries activity, and there has 
been much written in the dental litera 
ture about its effectiveness. Unfortu 
nately the studies that have been con 
ducted have never been controlled on 4 
large enough group to be significant. A 
conclusion of the Michigan conference 
was that there was no evidence in the 


literature or on report that would show 
statistically the effectiveness of silver ni- 
trate in any of its forms in arresting den- 
tal caries. There is evidence that it will 
alter tooth tissue, both the organic and 
the inorganic portions of the tooth, but 
there is no satisfactory evidence as re- 
caries control. 

Still another method that is being used 
to produce an altered tooth tissue is the 
one being advocated by Gottlieb. In this 
particular treatment he is recommend- 
ing a material that will block the or- 
ganic pathways, those areas through 
which the carious process seems to pene- 
trate most rapidly. He is doing this by 
using a 40 per cent zinc chloride solu- 
tion precipitating it with a 20 percent 
potassium ferrocyanide solution. He rec- 
ommends a wetting agent—Naccanol— 
to get deeper penetration of the mate- 
rial into the grooves and pits of the 
teeth. Gottlieb’s preliminary work indi- 
cates that there will be an arrest of 
caries activity by this method, but the 
studies are by no means conclusive and, 
of course, the results should have con- 
firmation from other quarters before they 
can be generally accepted. This method, 
however, offers another possibility for 
caries control by altering the tooth tis- 
sue. 


NEUTRALIZATION 


The fifth method that we spoke of 
was the neutralization of the acid be- 
fore it has an opportunity to attack the 
enamel. That effect probably could be 
accomplished in two ways. One by in- 
creasing the buffering content of the 
saliva, which would be a natural method. 
It is the one that Dr. Fosdick has pointed 
out for increasing the buffering capacity 
of saliva through the alkaline ash foods 
that we consume or through increasing 
the natural buffering ability of the bac- 
terial plaque. The other would be by 
the artificial introduction of something 
into the oral cavity that would have a 
prolonged alkalinizing effect. There 


aren’t many such agents, but the one that 


has been getting most study is urea, or 
carbamide, as synthetic urea is known. 
Dr. Stephan showed several years ago 
that when the mouth was rinsed with a 
urea solution or when the teeth were 
brushed with a concentrated urea pow- 
der, there was a prolonged alkaline reac- 
tion in the oral cavity. The reason may 
be that the urea is diffusible and perhaps 
penetrates these plaques on the tooth 
surfaces and there it is converted into 
ammonium carbonate by the enzyme 
urease which is present in most mouths. 
This ammonium carbonate, of course, is 
highly alkaline and that is probably the 
explanation for the alkaline reaction ex- 
isting for sometime after the mouth has 
been treated with the carbamide solution 
or powder. 


ANTI-BACTERIAL AGENTS 


A sixth method for caries control is 
the use of anti-bacterial agents that 
will reduce the number of organisms 
associated with caries activity. This is the 
phase in which we have been particu- 
larly interested because of those few in- 
dividuals who have no dental caries and 
who have no lactobacilli in their oral 
cavities. We wondered why they could 
eat the usual type of: foods including 
refined carbohydrates and yet maintain 
this resistance. We felt that if we studied 
them we might find something which 
we would never find if we studied the 
caries susceptible person. 

After considerable experimentation we 
discovered that the salivas from caries 
immune individuals would produce am- 
monia at a faster rate than would the 
salivas from caries susceptible people. 
With that information we proceeded to 
compound a dentifrice and a mouth 
rinse containing ammonium liberating 
compounds. By experimenting with va- 
rious ammonium salts and ammonium 
liberating preparations we determined by 
in vitro studies that a 5 percent dibasic 
ammonium phosphate and a 3 percent 
urea combination gives the best results. 
We have been using these materials now 
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for about three years and we have found 
that these materials will produce an in- 
hibition or reduction in the number of 
lactobacilli in saliva, and our preliminary 
work indicates that there is a reducing 
effect on dental caries. 

The rationale for the use of ammonia 
as an anti-bacterial agent is well founded. 
We don’t believe in using the ordinary 
type of germicide which will destroy most 
of the bacterial population. The direct 
effectiveness of an anti-bacterial agent 
cannot be for long, probably only for a 
few hours at the most as it is diluted 
and washed away by, the saliva. When 
the effectiveness has worn off, the bac- 
teria resident in a mouth return to their 


original proportions or perhaps those or- 


ganisms like lactobacilli that have found 
an optimal environment in a caries ac- 
tive mouth may come back in even 
greater numbers. We think a material 
should be used that is specific for the 
acid producing organisms associated with 
dental caries, and not for the other types 
of bacteria in the oral cavity. We also 
believe that there is a continuous fight 
in the microbial population for survi- 
val on the tooth surface. If we can crowd 
out of the driver’s seat these lactobacilli 
and related organisms that are present 
in large numbers because of the high 
carbohydrate consumption, if we can de- 
press them and at the same time stimu- 
late the proteolytic types of bacteria that 
are there but are suppressed in the caries 
active mouth, we may build up those 
proteolytic types of organisms to the 
point where they take over and carry 
on ammonia production and a resulting 
alkaline reaction on the tooth surface for 
prolonged periods. 

There is a possibility that other anti- 
bacterial agents may control dental 
caries, for instance, penicillin. Penicillin 
has been used recently in both laboratory 
and clinical studies. The hamster which 
resembles the white rat is susceptible to 
dental caries. It has been shown that, if 
their teeth are brushed with a denti- 
frice containing penicillin and at the 
same time they are fed a caries pro- 
ducing diet, there is a marked reduction 
in caries activity in their mouths. 
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Penicillin is being employed on a 
group of dental students and in orphan- 
age children in the Cleveland area. Suf- 
ficient work has not been performed as 
yet to indicate how effective it is going 
to be in the clinical control of caries, 
There is the possibility, of course, of 
creating penicillin sensitivity in individ. 
uals by exposing them continually to 
small doses and also there is the possi- 
bility of developing penicillin resistance 
in pathogenic organisms. I believe that 
we must await further clinical and lab. 
oratory studies before penicillin is rec. 
ommended for general use. 

There is still another anti-bacterial 
agent that has been studied here in Chi- 
cago which is reported to have merit. 
It is a solution that was developed by 
Milton Hanke and his co-workers, known 
as solution 58. It is an organic mercurial 
solution and is a good fungicide. Its use 
is directed toward destroying the fila- 
mentous organisms that form the basis 
of the bacterial plaque and also to re- 
duce acid formation. The studies that 
have been conducted, however, have not 
been on a large enough scale for sta- 
tistically significant conclusions. 


SUMMARY 


In summary, I'll briefly review what 
I believe a dentist can do to reduce 
caries activity. 

One: Recommend dietary regulation 
with at least a short period of ‘marked 
reduction in carbohydrate consumption. 

Two: Advise thorough tooth brushing 
done immediately or as soon as possible 
after eating. 

Three: Apply topically a 2 percent 
solution of sodium fluoride because stud- 
ies of this method indicate about a 40 
percent reduction in caries activity. But 
we should caution the patient not to ex- 
pect necessarily a 40 percent reduction 
in his mouth, because that decrease is 
an average figure. In some instances top- 
ical application seems to be very ef- 
fective and in others there is little bene-

fit. When the total reduction in all sub- 
jects treated is averaged it amounts to 
the 40 percent. 

Four: In this method we are biased 
but we believe that a patient brushing 
his teeth with an ammonium liberating 
dentifrice may show improvement in his 
caries condition. Ammonia will do no 
harm and we have found what appears 
to be benefit, because it stimulates what 
we believe is the natural mechanism for 
caries inhibition.
